Tho fact that Shanghai is now 
broadcasting  programmos of 
music, news and apeoches, which 
aro anid to havo boon picked upin 
Hongkong, once again sorvor to 
yivo point to tho unsatisfactory, 
conditions still existing locally in 
regard to amatour radio work. 
Those who recall tho inaugural 
mooting of the Radio Socioty in 
tho City Hall will romombor the 
intense enthusiasm shown by tho 
largo attendance which assombled. 
There wero thon hopos that oarly 
opportunities ‘would bo given for 
the expansion of amutour radio 
work inthe Colony, and that the 
Governmont would grant ovory 
facility to thoso intoroated in this 
now branch of sciontific ondea- 
vour. Timo passod, however, with 
the authoritios adopting a “ wait- 
and-seo”™ policy, and tho rosult 
was that’ carly onthusiasm be- 
camo somowhat damponed. The 
Radio Socioty itsolf could do 
little, and it is stil! handi- 
capped from tho fact that no 
dofinito regulations havo yot 
boon issued by tha Government 
to cover tho terms of amateur 
liconces. . The Jast dovolopment 
in tho matter was reachod at tho 
recent annual mooting of tho 
Socioty, whgn it. was announced 
that the’ Govornmont ‘intondod 
erecting its own radiophonoe 
station -for governmental pur- 
poses and that arrangements 
would bo made for this station 
to broadcast’ programmes. The 
station is supposed to be roady 
by August. To otr mind this 
mixing up of Government work 
with the puroly entertaining side 
of radio ixa mistake, and wo can- 
not imagine that it will givo 
much satisfaction. Wo feel con- 
vinced that wero o fair ond 
ronsonable franchiso granted to 
somo private concern to oporate 
ao station ‘here, great dovelop- 
ments would follow. But Hong- 
kong still continues to rub along 
in loisuroly style; and nobody 
appears to worry. Is it not about 
timo that tho Radio Socioty 
attempted to put a little life into 
matters locally?

Enthusiasm and wholo hoarted 
approval markod tho public meot- 
ing hold st tho Victoria Thestro, 
Singaporo, on February 25, under 
the auspices of the Singaporo 
Radio Sooloty, whon  brond- 
oasting in Malaya and tho com. 
ing of wiroloss was tho subjeot of 
an addross given by Mr. Powoll 
Robinson. .Tho Hon. Mr. Guy 
C. Clarke presided overt o very 
largo and. ropresontative atton- 
dance and o rosolution that tho 
meoting -would undertake to 
support tho cstablishment of 
broadcasting in Malayain covery 
logitimato way was carriod 
unanimously. :
